| Maney’s conduct was prejudicial to the serv- 
ice, as there can be no further arraignment 
jeopardizing his life. It is known that the 
War Department will be urged to go to the 
bottom of the case and that tne friends of 'the 
dead man are powerful and determined to 
spare no efforts in seeing that strict justice is 
done when the court-martial comes up. 

Referriug to an attack in a Chicago news-

Health Commissioner Reynolds has secured 
quarters for the central stations in most of 
the districts into whith he has divided the 
city for the purpose of fighting smallpox and 
is sending supplies to each. A list of these 
headquarters will bo published as soon as all 
are secured and the people will be requested 
to report all suspicious cases to the headquar- 
ters nearest. Arrangements are almost com- 
plete for securing a house in which the Visit- 
ing Nurses’ Association will nurse patients 
free of charge to the city. 

After having spent the night in the Engle- 
wood Police Station in company with a dozen 
or more tramps George Ritchie was found 
yesterday morning to be suffering from 
smallpox. Ritchie was isolated and disinfec- 
tion of the premises was begun, Quarantine 
was declared about the building. Tuesday 
night Ritchie applied at the station for heip. 
Two policemen, who thought they knew all 
about smallpox, pronounced him free from 
symptoms of the disease and he was locked 
up. Ritchie said he had been living at No, 
6445 Sherman street.

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KELLY’S WARRING FAOTIONS HAVE 
A TEARFUL REOONOILIATION, 


Col. Baker and Col. Speed Brought Before 
Their Old Commander and All Make 

- Affectionate Confessions=The Bolters, 
However, Demand Conditions on Their 
Return, Which the Chief Reluctantly 
Grants=Hopes of the Coxeyites Are 
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kind were few. Their instructions to be 
polite were well obeyed, and the only ones to 
show aversion to talking were those who 
showed the most intelligence and refinement. 
They seemed to be ashamed of their surround- 
ings and would resent what under other cir- 
cumstances they would have termed im- 
pertinence. It is an army of wanderers, the 
majority of whom would tramp about alone 
if not given this opportunity to forage on the 
country.more successfully in large numbers, 
If they are mechanics they are of tho kind 
that go from town to town working at their 
trades only when necessary to keep from 
starving. Formerly they acted individually, 
now they act collectively, and are not com- 
pelled to work. They find the latter much the 
best plan. This, of course, does not apply to 
every man in the ranks. re are men here 
chiefly Socialists, with an Anarchist here and 
there, thoroughly imbued. with the idea that 
this movement will result in some good to the 
workingmen of the country, and they really 
expect to see thesun rise on another and more 
88 era for them the day they arrive in 

ashington. They are visionary enthusiasts 
who are willing to walk 3,000 miles for their 
principles. There are no dangerous criminals 
with the army. That the country along the 
line of march is not raided, the farmhouses 
robbed, and other crimes committed proves 
this. That there have been no riots and free 
fights among the men is due largely to the 
fact that they are not permitted to drink 
liguor, This rule is rigidly enforced. 

Where Prohibition Prohibits. 

„Bring a carload of whisky into the camp,“ 
said Kelly today. and leave it where every- 
body can get it, and not a drop of it will be 
touched. If liquor had been given the army 
it never would have passed "sd pla 

The army is noteworthy for the number of 
beardless boys it contains. They are youn 
fellows who went to the Pacific coast full o 
the idea that — could pick up gold in the 
streets of San Francisco. When their money 
was gone they were disillusionized and they 
are now on their way home. As the army 
progresses these boys. will drop out at the 
points fiearest where their families live and 
the desertions will grow more frequent. 
Ninety per cent of the army is com of 
native Americans. Here and there can be 
found a German or a Frenchman who speaks 
English imperfectly or not at all, but these 
cases are rare, excellent order that is 
maintained despite hot factional fights is no 
doubt due to this. The industrial army there. 
fore, under the discipline to which it is now 
subjected, is not dangerous in itself, It is 
dangerous only in establishing a bad prece- 
dent that may bring trouble at a fature day, 
and in giving howling Anarchists an excuse 
for exploding a few bombs or cutting a few 
throats. Gen. Kelly is not a man of iron. He 
is not a Wellington. As the leader of an armed 
body of men he would not do at all. Force is 
not his strong weapon. Heis cunning, crafty, 
shrewd, and a good observer of the ways of 
men. It is upon his tongue he relies, believ- 
ing more in the efficacy of the oil of palaver 
than the use of the broadax of force. Fight- 
ing with his hands is not in his line. He is 
not, perhaps, a physical coward, but there is 
little prospect he will ever permit him- 
self to show his prowess as a warrior. His 
exertive powers are great, but his position as 
chief depends entirely upon his ability to 
juggle with words, The luster that surrounds 
him now may be dimmed when the men 
grow more familiar with him and his 
methods. He has already lost the allegiance 
of more than 200 men, and he may lose 
more. 


Traits of the General. 


Small of stature, but wiry and strong. he is 
the picture of endurance and determination. 
He weurs a smal! light mustache and has an

„0, Company K,“ he will say toa 832 
that is stepping lively, that's right good, 
boys. God bless you, he will exclaim to 
the next company. and keep straight ahead, 
we'll all get there. Victory is ours, and 
kindred expressions fall all along the line, 
In his speeches, too, he has all the tricks of 
the revivalist, including the holding up of his 
hands and the rising vote when he scores a 
strong point. Catch Kelly unawares end his 
tongue stiffens toa painful poiat. He halts 
and stammers and mixes his metaphors while 
his vocabulary contracts and becomes barren. 
Ordinarily while speaking on his pet theories 
he is fluent, pleasing, and sometimes impres- 
sive. It would not be surprising if in his ex- 
temporaneous efforts his oratory was prac- 
ticed and hig speeches studied, He says he 
was born at Hartford, Conn., thirty-three 
years ago, byt everybody who hears him com- 
ments on the fact that he has the brogue of 
an English sire. It is slight, but there.

Time to Save His Lite«His Story of 
His Relations with Miss Gilmartin 
That Led Up to the Crime«The Girl 
Has a Brother in Chleago- Northwest 
News. 5 
Cixcirwatt, O., April 25.— [Special.] — Mies 
Mary Gilmartin, a clerk in the employ of the 
Pulvermacher Belt company on Sycamore 
street, was shot and killed today while on her 
way to her work. The murderer gave the 
name of George Reed, but letters found on 
him prove him to be Father Dominick 
O’Grady. a Catholic priest, who came from 
Ireland three months ego. Miss Gilmartin is 
from Sligo County, Ireland. One of her 
brothers is Father M. S. Gilmartin of Chicago. 
The murder occurred at 7 o’clock on Chest- 
nut, The girl was hurrying west on the south 
side of the street. She appeared to be badly 
frightened. Closely following her came 
O’Grady. Just in front of No. 35 he caught 


compelled her to stop and face him. A few 
words passed between them and then she 
tried to get away. The man suddenly 
grasped her by the hair with his left hand and, 
placing a revolver against her left temple, 
fired. Then he released his hold, and, with a 
stifled sound, half scream and half sob, the 
girl fell to the pavement. In rapid ‘succes- 
sion the man fired four more shots at the 
prostrate body, and then, administering a sav- 
age kick to his victim, he turned and fled 
toward John street. 

Several men who stood open-mouthed while 
the awful crime was being committed recov- 
ered their senses and pursued the murderer. 
They caught him at the corner. He was soon 
overpowered and the revolver wrested from 
him, The girl had died almost instantly. 
Her remains were removed to No. 28 Chest- 
nut street, wnere she was living with rela- 
tives. Strange to say, not one of the four 
shots fired at her after she had fallen had 
struck her. The prisoner was taken to Cen- 
tral Police Station, where he registered as 
Geofge Reed, 30 years old. Letters in his 
pocket gave his true name, 


Prisoner Attempts Suicide, 


While Lieut; Casey was registering the pris- 
oner Officer Kelley searched him. e found 
$33 and a small vial containmg a light col- 
ered fluid. Suddenly the prisoner placed it 
to his lips and attempted to drain it. Lieut. 
Casey snatched it from him and asked him 
what he was doing. It's only cough medi- 
eine, was the reply. He was then charged 
with murder and placed in a cell. O'Grady had 
been in his cell but a few minutes when he 
began to pace up ahd down its narrow con- 
fines in an agitated manner and to moan at 
intervals. Finally he began to cry aloud for 
a Catholic priest. At first 8 Ennis 
and Heiler paid no attention to him, but 
finally they came to the conclusion that some- 
thing was wrong and Heller asked him what 
was the matter. 

Lam going to die,“ he sobbed. I have 
taken poisonand I wanta priest. I took the 
poison out of that vial in the station-house.”’ 

He was hurried to the hospital, where, after 
treatment for a few hours, he had recovered 
sufficiently to be returned to his cell. Later 
he made a statement. He said he wasan as- 
sistant priest in the diocese at his home in 
Ireland. When the girl’s mother died she left 
him in charge of her and her money, When 
the girl left Ireland he went with her as far as 
Liverpool. At this point, he ‘claims, the girl 
wanted him to elope with her, but he refused, 
and promised to follow her. He did this six 
weeks later, and they met at Springfield, 
Mass. He took her to her brother in Chicago, 
and here the priest had some trouble, as her 
brother feared a scandal. 


Why He Shot the Girl. 


O’Grady, having left Ireland without leave, 
returned to his charge and tried to get for- 
giveness. This was refused and he returned 
to America, met the girl, and they went to 
Buffalo, N. 1. While at the hotel a gang of 
toughs got in the habit of follo ing him and 
the girl. 
the revolver. After a little while the 
couple returned to Chicago and the girl came 
to this city. He went to Philadelphia and 
tried to get a mission there and was unsuc- 
cessful, as he bore with him a letter from 
the Sligo Bishop, written in Latin, telling of 
his intrigue. Last Saturday he came to this 
city and tried to see the girl, but she refused. 
Wednesday he got up early and followed Miss 
Gilmartin and stopped her. He asked her to 
write him a letter exonerating him of all 
blame. She refused, and being goaded on 
with jealousy he pulled the weapon and fired 
the fatal shot. 

Miss Gilmartin, who was 19 years old, was 
born and raised in Sligo County, Ireland, 
where several of her brothers were educated 
for the priesthood. ‘One of these brothers is 
a professorin the College of Maynooth in 
Ireland and the other brother is Father M. S. 
Gilmartin of Chicago. In September she 
came to this country. She visited her 
brother in Chicago and then came 
to this city. In January she took board and 
room with a relative, Mrs. Elizabeth Tibbles 
of No. 28 Chestnut street. Mrs. Tibbles said 
that ever since O’Grady has been in the city 
he has haunted the neighborheod and called 
several times. Each time the girl refused to 
see him and always expressed her fear ot him, 
and especially was she afraid that O'Grady 
would find out where she worked. 

O’Grady evidently planned to do the killing 
today. for he took rooms at No. 29 Chestnut 
street, opposite the home of the dead girl. He 
could watch her every movement from his 
window. From letters found in the girl’s 
room there is no doubt O’Grady had promised 
to renounce the priesthood and marry her. 

|The Rev. Father M. S. Gilmartin, the brother 
of the young woman murdered in Cincinnati by 
Father O’Grady, is one of the priests in charge of 
the Holy Angels’ Roman Catholic Church on Oak- 
w boulevard. He received a telegram yester- 
day morning which stated that his sister had died 
suddenly. A later telegram contained the news 
of her murder by the crazed priest. He took the 
first train he could get for Cincinnati. Nearly 
all the mer! of the Gilmartin family have been 
ordained priests. ]

all other Western raiiroad interests. o un- 
prejudiced person can defend a policy cal- 
culated to force the Western roads to pay all 
their revenue dérived from immigrant traffic 
to a lot of reckless and irresponsible immi- 
grant agents in New York while keeping up 
high rates to the public. The association 
lines and the Santa Fé have had enough of 
that sort of business and they purpose to stop 
it by making open rates to meet the excessive 
commissions paid to immigrant agents and 
others by the Union Pacific. 

It is generally admitted that this year’s 
passenger business of the Western roads 
will yield no revenue, as it will be im- 
possible to maintain rates in the absence of 
an ugreement to which all lines are, a party. 
Unless the Union L’acific should see the error 
of its position and rejoin the Western Passen- 
ger Association rates cannot be restored or 
maintained. 

Santa Fe's Position.

The Southern Pacific still puts on a bold 
front, but seems to be in a quandary as to 
what course to pursue in view of the deter- 
mined stand taken by the Western roads. 
Yesterday it sent another protest against the 
$16.10 rate on immigrant business 
from the Missouri River to San 
Francisco and requested that a 
rate be withdrawn, until arrangements

Jnion Pacific at such meeting, A reply was 
sent to General Passenger Agent Goodman to 
the effect that inasmuch as he finds it so easy 
to insure the coéperation of the Union Pacific 
at this stage of the game it proves that the 
Southern Pacific did not act squarely when it, 
without protest, permitted the Union Pacific 
to demoralize the rates; that they could not 
consistently withdraw the rate until a confer- 
ence had been had and in the meantime per- 
mit the Union Pacitic to continue its demor- 
atizing practices and take all the business.

ENORMOUS DECREASE IN EARNINGS, 


Bad Showing Made by Union Pacific Dur- 
ing the Last Year. 

Bostox, Mass., April 25.—In the four- 
teenth annual meeting of the stockholders of 
the Union Pacific railway company today the 
directors’ report for the year 1893 showed a 
deficit on the whole system of $2,595,841, 
compared with a surplus in the previous year 
of $2,069,757. 2 

Revenue tons one mile decreased about 12 
per cent and the rate per ton per mile about 
8 per cent, while the passenger mileage de- 
creased about 10 per cent, with a decrease in 
rate per passenger mile of 4 percent. Tie 
and rail renewals were well maintained, 
Earnings of the coal properties kept up well, 
but cash receipts from land sales decreased 
30 per cent. 

The report shows that the control of the 
stock is rapidly going abroad, while Dec. 31, 
1892, only 201,088 shares were so held. 

The Oregon Short Liue and Utah Northern 
shows a deficit, after charges on its own lines, 
of $288,356, compared with a surplus in 
1892 of $744.666. The deficit of thé Oregon 
Railway and Navigation system was 51.992. 
459 in 1882, compared with $1,564,441 in 
18927 making the total deficit of the Oregon 
Short Line and Utah Northern $2,230,815 in 
1893, compared with $819,781 in 1892. 

The deficit of the Union Pacific, Denver 
and Gulf, including Fort Worth and Denver 
City, was $174,229 in 1893, compared with 
a surplus of $3,480 in 1892. 

Without the amount received from the 
Union Pacific on guarantee account the defi- 
cit would have been $957,405 in 1893, 
compared with $376.075 in 1892.

Endicott Peabody of Boston for H. H. Cook 
of New York, and Gordon Dexter of Boston 
for his father, F. Gordon Dexter, who has 
been on the board since 1868. The report of

Business at London Restrained, but the 
Upward Tendency Continues.

Decisive Action Taken by the Assignee of N. J. 
Schloss & Co. of New York. 

A telegram from New York dated April 25 
reads as follows: An interesting stage in the 
proceedings subsequent to the celebrated failure 
of the famous clothing manufacturers, N. J. 
Schloss & Co., New York, was made public today 
when the assignee of the firm admitted that he 
had sold the entire stock ‘of young men’s, boys’, 
and children’s clothing to ton 3 retailers, 
one of them being a prominent New York 2 
on Lower Broadway and the other Mr. ; 
Levi. 8 rietor 9 ie Hab, State and Jen son 
streets, Chicagn, N. J. hioss & Co. claimed 
that their failure of over a million dollars was 
due to the dishonesty of a confidential em ployé 
who, they claim, had. been robbing them or 
years and whose attempt at suicide on diseavery 


created such a sensation here recently. The 


stock was sold at about 50 conts on the dollar of 
the assignee's inventory price, the creditors 
deeming it to their interests that it would be best 
to sell the goods in bulk at spot cash very cheap 
rather than entail the expense and loss of time 
in selling such a large stock out in small quanti- 
ties to the smaller retailers throughout the coun- 
try. Mr. Henry C. Levi, proprietor of the Hub, 
Chicago, was seen by a correspondent as he was 
boarding the Chicago limited for home and said 
that it is true that he and a large New York re- 
taller together purchased the entire $250,000 
stock from the assignee of N. J. Schloss & Co. 
and that he had already sent 27 cases of these 
goods by express yesterday, the balance to fol!

outlook, They find rates today lower than 
they ha ye exer been in the home field before, 
and they see little prospect ahead of improve- 
ment for some time to come. The atcumula- 
tion of money has perhaps gone as far as it is 
likely to, for the simple reason that it has 
about all been accumulated, The money has 
all found its way to the bank vaults and there 
is no one to come after it. It is a fact that 
time loans have been made here atid are be- 
ing made as low as 3 per cent. Plenty of call 
money can be had at that rate. It isn’t a ques- 
tion of rates, however. There is really but the 
scantest demand as against an extraordinarily 
large supply. Chicago is, of course, no different 
from the other moncy centers in this respect. In 
Boston the rate between banks is 1 per cent and 
call money loans as low as 1‘4 and time money 
as low as 2X%.. Commercial paper has sold as low 
as 3 per cent in Boston and corporation time 
loans as low as 2. Bankers have pretty well 
made up their mind that it is to be a year of short 
profits for. bank stockholders, for they see ho 
chance of an active demand for their idle funds 
before next fall. 

Speculators find the country is not yet turned 
entirely upside down bevause of labor dis. 
turbances, and they are now inclined to casually 
dispose of it all with the word “ chestnut.’ 
Eventsare not coming rapidly enough in the 
labor situation to keep up an active 
scare in the speculative mind. The labor troubles 
have been prominently to the front in the 
speculative markets for several days. lu that 
time the situa has not changed materially, 
and so it is 0 pretty general specu are conclu- 
sion that it has all been overestimated peo- 
ple who turned bears on account of it are forget- 
ting about it and turning bulls again. Unfort- 
unately the difficulties in the labor field cannot 
be swept out of the genera) situation so easily as 
they ure from the speculative mind.

MILLS ON THE WILSON BILL. 

Senator Mills has made his speech on the 
Wilson bill and has defined his position clear- 
ly. He says that the bill does not meet his 
approval, even though it lowers duties more 
than did the one which bears his name. He 
does not:think the pending measure is drawn 
in strict accordance with the tariff plank of 
the Democratic platform. He says that if he 
could have his way he would not léave coffee 
on the free list, but he would put on that list 
not merely coal and iron ore but iron and 
steel in pigs, yarhs, and generally all manu- 
facturers’ raw materials. As he cannot get 
the kind éf bill he wants, owing to the deter- 
mination of‘some of his Democratic col- 
leagues not to allow certain industries to be 
destroyed utterly, he will take what he can get 
and vote tor the Wilson bill. 

It is Senator Mills’ hope that this Congress 
will pass the pending bill and that another 
Democratic Congress with fewer recalcitrant 
Democratic Senators in it will pass another 
bill which shall go farther than the present 
one and “carry out more thoroughly the 
‘tariff for revenue only poliey of the 
Democrats. Regardless of the desolation which 
has been brought on the country by the evi- 
dent determination of the Democrats to pass 
the Wilson bill With its low and insufficient 
protection he teils the people that it is his in- 
tention to urge hereafter the passage of a bill 
which will wipe out protection utterly and 
make the-condition of the industries of the 
United States worse than it is now. It is his 
determination that those industries shall be 
destroyed.

BOGUS BIMETALLISM. 

‘The President of the falsely called Pan- 
American Bimetallic Association has issued 
a call for a gathering of persons willing to 
**memorialize the Congress of the United 
States to restore silver to its apcient right at 
u rutio not to exceed 16 tol.” His alleged 
reasons for making the call are falsehoods 
that often have been exposed, and which no 
honest man would stoop to assign as argu- 
ments for a debasement of the currency and 
a wholesale repudiation’ of indebtedness. He 
says the lawmaking and executive branches of 
the government have stricken down one-half 
of the metal money and debased and partially 
demonetized the paper currency. The truth 
is that nearly all the money now 
in circulation in the United States is 
silver or paper representing silver dol- 
lars, and that so far from the paper being de- 
based it is held up to a buying power of more 
than double the intrinsic value of the silver 
against which the paper is issued, Silver has 
been held up as money to what this fellow 
calls its ancient right by the action of the 
law making and executive branches of the 
government, while the cost of producing the 
metal has decreased more than one-half and 
the commercial value of the metal as bullion 
has declined in nearly the same proportion, 
We never before had so much silver money as 
aow, nor had it doing so much work in pro- 
portion to its intrinsic value. If there has 
been any discrimination it has been against 
gold, which has been and is forced to hold up 
silver while itself having no sustaining power 
except intrinsic merit. There is a discrimi- 
nation of more than 100 per cent in favor of 


duty Russia is a formidable competitor. But 
if the United States fears up its reciprocity 
agreement and as a consequence the Germans 
reimpose the old duty of $11.90 per ton, then 
there will be no market in Germany for the 
grain of the American farmer.

A CHANCE FOR THE SENATE DEMOCRATS. 

The general speeches on the Wilson bill are 
substantially at an end and the consideration 
of the items of the bill will begin. The Dem- 
ocrats are anxious to get through with their 
meusure and say they intend to do so by the 
lst of June. The Republican Senators have 
served notice on the Democrats that they will 
insist on the presence of a quorum when a 
vote is taken on any amendment to the bill. 
They intend to have a yea and nay vote on 
every amendment which is offered. They do 
not intend to permit anything to be done 
when there is less than a quorum present, and 
it may be that they will finally come to the 
conclusion that they will require the Demo- 
crats to have a quorum of their own mem- 
bers present when any important vote is to 
be taken. 

That would be rather rough on the major- 
ity. There are at present eighty-five Senators, 
forty-four of whom are Democrats and four 
Populists. Many of the Democrats are 
a little lazy. They like to leave the Senate 
Chamber at an early hour and go to their 
homes. Others like to visit their constituents 
occasionally, especially when election time is 
drawing near. So it may be a matter of 
difficulty for the Democrats to have a quorum 
of their own. 

The Republicans of the House practiced the 
bad methods of the Democrats for the pur- 
pose of teaching the latter how bad they were, 
Like the Democrats, they sat in their seats 
and refused to make answer when their 
names were called.
